MR. JAMES SCULLIN SEEN. 

Barron entered the service of the Union 
Depot Railway Oo. at the time Mr. James 
Scullin was its General Manager. With that 
gentleman he bas an excellent reputation. 


When informed of the case Mr. Scullin was 
loth to believe that he was guilty of such 
conduct. 

‘*Barron entered the service of the com- 
pany,’’ sala Mr. James Scullip **first as a 
watchman forthe Mound City Line. He ap- 
peared to be a fairly able fellow and was 
soon made ‘starter’ at Fourth and Pine 
streets. Next he ran a car 

after was made ‘time 
agent,’ in which capacity it was 
his duty to ride about on cars and see that 
schedule time was made. I attended, in the 
main, to the claim business myself, but often 
I would take Barron along with me as an as- 
sistant. He was not thenaclaim agent; in 
fact, there was no such position. Frequeutly 
1 would have him look up our witnesses in a 
suitand instruct bim to accompany unowill- 
ing witnesses tocourt. When this was done 
1 would give him a couple of doliars for car 
fare, etc., and that was all the money he 
ever bandied. His salary was very small, 
but'l always regarded him asa g9od, bonest 
feilow.’’ 

‘*Was there any fund devoted to his use?’’ 

‘‘Not a cent,’’ was the reply. ‘‘Noone 
connected with the company ever was 
allowea to handle money except myself. I 
do not believe there is any such fund now. 
lt would not pay to allow an employe to 
handle money for which he did not have to 
account, and I am satisfied that every nickel 
spent by Barron must be accounted for to 
the proper person.’’ 

Mr. ScUllin also stated that several times 
he had heard charges of hiring perjurers 
brought against other companies, but such 
charges generally proved groundiess. 


MR. LUBKE DISCUSSES HIS EXPBRIENCE. 
Attorney George W. Lubke, dr., had but 
littie toaddtothe story of his experience 
with Lowe as set forth in his affidavit, which 
he said contained all the material facts. ‘‘I 
was satisfied fromthe first that there was 


something peculiar in this witness’ testi- 
mony. When he testified before Justice 
Spaulding he made some assertions which I 
regarded as _ ridiculous, For instance he 
swore that he had gone from down town to 
see a barber early enough in the morning 
to enable him to catch the first 
car back to town, leaving the barn. 
This car starts about 5o’clock in the morn 
ing. Then heswore thatin spite of the fact 
it was a cold winter’s morning in January he 
stood in front of the car with the motorneer, 
When he failed toappearas a witness in the 
Circuit Court, although he wasin the room, 
after the conductor, the first witness on the 
stand, had sworn that there were no passen~ 
gers aboard at thetime of the accident, my 
suspicions were confirmed. It would not do 
for the company to impeach the testimony of 
one of their own witnesses by thatof an- 
other.’’ 


PRESIDENT SCULLIN SEEN. 

President John Scullin was opposeatoa 
full discussion of the charges against Bar- 
ron. ‘*‘I am going to sift the thing thor- 
oughly, and when I get ready will flle my 
answer to the charges in court.’’

BARRON DENIES IT ALL. 

Thomas L. Barron, the man who as Claim 
Agent ofthe Union Depot Rallway Co., ha 
been directly responsible for the alleged con- 
spiracy to cheat the ends of justice, was 
found in Clayton where he was busy tending 
to the evidence in a damage suit against his 
company. Heisasharp looking man, per- 
haps 40 years of age, witha slightly bald 
head anda brown Boulanger beard which 


gives him a rather distinguished alr. He pro- 
fessed neverto have heard of the charges 
against him and treated the matter rather 
lightly. 

**Oh,’’ he said, after a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter had explained to him the part he Is 
alleged to have taken in the conspiracy, 
‘‘there is nothing at all in that. These 
charges are simply the work of alot of sore- 
bead shyster lawyers who have been defeated 
in their cases against the road and are now 
trying to get even.’’

‘*‘No sir, Imet this man firsta few days 
after Sly was hurt. He spoke to me on the 
street, telling me that he had seen the acci- 
dent and that he would testify in our behalf. 
ltook hisname. He said I could find him 
whenever 1 wanted to ata Sixth and Pine 
streets saloon. On Jan. 13 last I Degan spect 
subpoenas for the Sly case. I found O’Connel 
at Sixth and Pine streets, and putting him in 
my buguyy took him to Lawyer Gustavus A. 
Finkeinberg to have him tell what he Knew, 
The Corbett-Mitchell fight at that time was 
engrossing public attention, and I bet O’Con- 
nelia pair of gloves that Mitchell would win, 
As O’Conneli seemed rather.in need I Dought 
the gloves onthe condition that if my man 
won he should pay forthe gloves and also 
furnish me with another pair.’’

Serious Obstacles. 


NEXT WEEK THE FURD WORK WILL AT- 
TAIN ITS FULL SCOPE. 


From 800 to 1,000 Laborers Will Fina 
Work, and by Systematic Degrees, 
Several Thousand Will Be Reached-- 
Excavation Work Postponed This 
Week Owing to Snow and Frozen 
Ground—The Fund Committee's Noti- 
fication—Help the Unemployed! 


Owing to the frozen condition of the grouna 
it Is impossible to enlarge the force now em.- 
ployed on tho Lake Improvement. As soon 
as the weather permits the work will be 
presecuted with the largest numbers of la- 
borers that can be profitably employed. No- 
tice will be sent by mall to those who have 
registered at the PosT-DisPatcH. We hope 
to continue the work tn fuil force early next 
week. The number of unemployed work- 
men applying for work has satisfied the com- 
mittee as to the urgent need of this method 
ofrelief, andour earnest hope ig that our 
fellow citizens will so increase their contri- 
butions to the Lake Fund that it may give 
employment to the largest number possible 
by extending the work.

Work on the Forest Park Lake is being 
prosecuted with all the aispatch possible 
during the present unusually severe winter 
weather. ° 

The work of excavation cannot be begun 
this week owing to the fact thatthe ground 
is frozen about eight inches deep and there 
are five inches of snow on the surface. 

These unlooked-for conditions at fhe open- 
ing of the work prevented the enlargement of 
the force of laborers at the rate expected. 
But the present indications are for moderat- 
ing weather and itis thought that the full 
scope of the lake work can be reached by’ 
Monday or Tuesday of next week. 

Kven withthe work done this week under 
the adverse circumstances of opening in ‘a 
snowstormand withthe ground frozen, 500 
men have been given relief which they would 
have lacked otherwise; the welcome relief of 
one and two days’ wages for honest labor. 

Over 300 laborers, with shovels, mattocks, 
etc., were putto work on the Forest Park 
Lake the first day. Yesterday 194 men with 
axes wére employed. 

To-day and to-morrow the same number 
will be kept at work and next week it Is con- 
fidently hoped that the highest number pos- 
sible to the work—from 800 to 1,000 men—will 
be given employment and the lake work will 
then be under full headway. 

Upon every increase of the working force 
the additional number of men required will 
be notified by mail, their names being ob- 
tained from the flists of names registered at 
the Post-DISPATCH Office. It will be useless 
for men not so notified to apply on the 
grounds. The following rules should be 
borne in mind to prevent this trouble and ex- 
pense of going out to Forest Park. 

Il ALL MEN MUST BE REGISTERED 
AT THE POST-DISPATCH OFFICE. 

2. THAT EACH MAN SO REGISTERED 
WILL BE NOTIFIED FROM THE 
LISTS BY MAIL WHEN HIS TURN 
COMES. HE CAN THEN REPORT AT 
THE PARK. 

To-day the laborers laid off yesterday are 
being pald fortheir work. Many of them say 
itis the first wages they have been able to 
earn for months. They are grateful for the 
worg that brings them this rellef. 

On Mondaythe full pay-roll will be made 
up, and all men employed on the Forest Park 
Lake work will be paid. Every Monday 
thereafter, on the grounds at Forest Park, 
the payment of wages to these workmen will 
be made—the wages that will save them from 
privation or beggary. 

inorder that this relief may reach the 
greatest number possible the force of labor- 
ers at work will be changed at stated times 
as completely asis possible to the practical 
nature of the work, and new men given em- 
ployment. In this way several thousand 
men may be given employment on the lake 
work and share in the relief coming from 
wages 6arned by their labor, instead of being 
dependent upon charity. 

Under the wise administration of the Fund 
Committee, composed of Rev. Samuel J. Nic- 
eolis, Mr.Henry ©, Haarstick and r.Thomas 
O’Reilly, the fund work will be carried for- 
ward to its fullest success. Its mission of re- 
lief for the unemployed will be fulfilled to its 
grandest measure. The lake in Forest Park 
will De made by the labor of the’ otherwise 
unemployed men of St. Louls. The initial 
difficulties inthe way of this great under- 
taking have now been overcome, 

Under these conditions, and assured of 
carrying out its plan of relief for the unem- 
ployed the Lake Employment Fund appeals 
to every citizen of St. Louls for co-opera- 
tion and willing help, Every dollar sub- 
seribed to the fund will be paid in wages toa 
needy and deserving workman, and will add 
he extent of the lake to be made in Forest

SHE AT ONCE PUT ABOUT AND MADE 
FOR QUEENSTOWN. 


The Steering Apparatus Was Replaced by 
a Jury-Rigged Rudder and the Vessel, 
Steering in a Haphezard Manner, 
Made Some Frogresse—Passengers on 
Board, Numbering 555, Acting Very 


Coolly Under the Trying Circum- 
stances ~— Assistance Sent to the 
Vessel. 

QUEENSTOWN, Feb, 16.—The steamship 


Adriatic of the White Star Line, which left 
New York on Feb.7 for Liverpool, passed 
Brow Head this morning, and upon arrival 
here reported passing a large disabled pas- 
senger steamer off Daunts Rock, south of 
Ireland. The steamer was at anchor and did 
not seem to be in need of assistance. 

The Adriatic’s commander expressed the 
opinion that the disabled steamship was the 
Paris of the American Line, which recently 
left Southampton for New York, and which 
consequently must have been disabled at sca 
and put back to Southampton, anchoring off 
Daunts Rockin order to communicate with 
the shore. | 

As soon as the news of the reported acci- 
dent reached here the agent of the American 
Line, on board a tug, left this port forthe 
spot where the Paris was reported to have 
anchored, 

Some details of the disaster to the Paris 
Feached here later through a boat’s crew 
which landed from the Paris not far from 
Duunts Rock this morning. The boat’s crew 
reported that the Paris, during the hurri- 
cane on Tuesday last, lost her rudder while 
on her way to New York and was compelled 
to put aboutand try and make for Queens: 
town, where her rudder might be repaired, 
and from there she proposed to put back 
to Southampton, where she could be thor- 
oughly repaired. 

Being atwin-screw steamship and a jury 
rudder, which was of considerabie effect, 
having been rigged, the Paris was able to 
steer ina haphazard manner and succeeded 
in reaching Daunts Rock in safety. 

Capt. Randall of the Paris, when he made 
land, determined to anchor iaorder that he 
might not expose his disabled vessel to the 
chance of being carried by the numerous 
strongcurrents off the coast intoa position 
of danger. As soon as possible afterward 
one of the lifeboats was manned and lowered 
and a boat’s crew was sent ashore with in- 
structions to make for the nearest coast 
guara station and have the news of the accli- 
dent tothe steamer telegraphed to Queens- 
town. The boat’s crew was aiso instructed 
to report that all were well on board the 
Paris and that there was absolutely no dan- 
ger of anything further happening to the 
steamer. 

The weather is moderate anda pilot was 
sent with the American Line’s agent tothe 
assistance ofthe steamer. It was thought 
probable that the Paris would be assisted as 
far back asthis port, where temporary re- 
pairs could be made to her rudder, and it 
was believed that she would make for Queens- 
town in order shat the repairs might be 
completed. 

The officer in charge of the boat which 
landed from the disabled steamsnip later 
made his official report to the company. In 
this report the officer said that the rudder of 
the Paris was carried away or very seriously 
damaged on Monday evening, when the 
=" ie was about 800 miles to the west- 
ward. 

The Paris had 189 saloon passengers on 
board, 116 second-class passengers and 25) 
steerage passengers. The officer of the Paris 
saidtbat at no time was there any serious 
danger and that the passengers took the 
matter coolly when informed that an acci- 
dent to the ship would necessitate her return 
to southampton or Queenstown, 

The disaster to the Paris, it was later 
learned, was caused by the breaking of the 
rudder in what is knownasthe trunk. The 
Paris is expected here shortly, and it is said 
that her passengers will be embarked upona 
Cunard aig mem” and forwarded to their 
destination, New York, as soon as possible. 

The Paris later safely arrived here and not 
one of the passengers requested to come 
ashore. Allthe boats inthe harbor seemed 
to gather around the disabied steamship and 
asurvey was made of the damage to her 
rudder, ad 

It is stated that the passengers of the Paris 
will proceed to New York by the Berlin of the 
Same line, which will call here. on Sunday, 
but it is expected that the post-office au- 
thorities will insist upon the malls of the 
Paris being forwarded by the Aurania of the 
Cunard Line. 

HAD RECEIVED NO DETAILS. 

New YorE, Feb. 16.—At the offices of the 
American Steamship Line on Bowling Green, 
the officers of that company this morning 


said they had received no Getails of the mis. 
hap to the Paris, and that the only informa- 
tion they bad on the subject was contained in

change. The officers said, however, that no 
lears need be’ entertained for the safety of 
the Paris, as she was considered to De un- 
sinkable. 

The Paris was formerly one of the Inman 
Line steamers and bore the name City of 
Paris, but since her transfer to the American 
line sne is simply the Paris. ‘The Paris is one 
of the finest and speediest of the Atlantic 
liners and made the fastest record on the 
westward passa from eenstown to 
Sancgy Hook, which she gained in August 


st.

HOW THE ALERi Was LOST. 


Struck by an Enormous See, Filled and 
Went to the Bottom. 


SIDNEY, New South Wales, Feb. 16.—-The 
iron steamer Alert, while on her voyage 
from Port Albert to Melbourne recently, sank 
in a terrible gale, and of the fifteen men 
aboard but one managed to reach land to tell 


the story of the disaster. 

When the Alert left Port Albert she had a 
crew of twelve men alltold, besides two 
peaeneete: Whep the steamer rounded 

pe Schanck a southerly gale was blowing 
with hurricane violence. An enormous green 
sea broke on board, and as the steamer rolled 
the sea filled the decks flush with the rails, 
carrying off everything movable, and passed 
down e@ hatches and skylights into the 
vessel. 

The firesinthe engine-room were put out 
at once and all bands were scarcely on deck 
before one sea after another broke over the 
steamer, burying her tothe gunwale. Then 
she suddenly went from under their feet and 
all were left struggling in the waves. 

Ponting, the cook, managed to get hold of 
a cabin door, and clung to it all through the 
night. When day was breaking he touched 
sandy bottom, staggered a few steps up the 
beach and fell unconscious, remembering 
nothing more until he saw his rescuers 
around bim., 


LO8S OF THE EILLAN DONAN. 

SYDNEY, New South Wales, Feb. 16.—Capt. 
McDonald, his officers and the crew of the 
brigantine Eillan Donan arrfved in Sydney 
by the French mail steamship Ville dela

The Elllian 
Donan, while in the act of going about, when 
off Chesterfield Reef, about a mile northward 
of Long Island, went ashore and was broken 
up.

They put off to the Petrel, 
boarded her and tomahawked several mem- 
bers of the crew.

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THE LOST SCHCONER MAGGIE. 


The British Steamer Drummond Rescues 
the Perishing Crew. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—The British steamer, 
Drummond, Capt. Mundle, from New Or- 
leans, Jan. 24, for Rotterdam, has arrived at 
Dartmouth and landed Capt. Moore and the 
crew of six men of the schooner Maggie, 
which was abandoned on Jan. 31 in latitude 
38, longitude 60. 

During a terrible hurricane the Maggie 
was thrownon her beam ends, and toright 
the vessel the masts were cutuway. During 
the height of the storm the mate was washed 
overboard. 

The Drummond hove tn sight just in time, 


as the crew were almost entirely 
exhausted with their efforts to 
save their vessel. The rescue was 


made with the greatest difficulty on account 
of the high gea and rough weather. Capt. 
Moore and his crew have gone to Liverpool 
and will go by steamer to America. 


Saving the Kearsarge’s Hull. 


CoLoN, Feb, 16.—The authorities at Wash- 
ington have been*in communication with 
Admiral Stanton, recently in command of 
the wrecked cruiser Kearsarge, as to the

It is understood here that Admiral Stanton 
andthe officers of the Kearsarge have ex- 
pressed the opinion that there tis little or no 
chance of ever floating the Kearsarge again.

That Made for Employment of Special 
Counsel in Government Suits. 


RAILROADS AND OTHER IN 


— RE- 
TAIN THE ABLEST LAWYERS. 


The mall Appropriation for Paying Law- 
yers Employed by the Government 
Places It at a Disadvantage—The 
Largest Retaining Fee Warranted Is 
$2,500—Movement to Remedy ths 
Handicap. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Febd. 16.—The Pacific 
Railroad litigation and various other sults in 
which the Government is interested has di- 
rected the attention of the House Committee 
on Appropriations tothe meager amount al- 
lowed the Department of Justice for the em- 
ployment of special counsel. The railroads 
and other private interests retain the ablest 
lawyers in the country, but such special 
counsel as is retained Dy the Government 
must be brought within a rate which few 
lawyers of standing will accept. 

While Mr. Miller was Attorney-General the 
fund for employing special counsel was §$35,- 
ooOannually. It was reduced to $20,000 last 
year, and it stands at that sum in the sundry 
civil appropriation bill recently reported to 
the House. The Attorney-General is obliged 
to spread this $20,000 ever the entire country 
and through the entire year. 

Ithas been found that the total was so 
small that no retainer beyond $2,500 was 
warranted. It has been urged to members 
ofthe committee that counsel of sufficient 
ability to manage the vast interests in- 
volved could not be secured for $2,500. One 
of the officials of the Department of Justice 
recently talked unoficlally with members of 
the committee as to the need of a larger 


special fund and it Is probable that the 
Attorney-General wili authorize an official 
request for an advance in the appropriation, 

ibe proposition for an advance may be 
opposed in the committee on the ground that 
the regular legal officers of the Government 
should attend to Government litigation with- 
out the employment of outside counsel. But 
to this the answeris made that the Pacific 
Rallroad litigation and other important suits 
demand that the Government should have a 
legal array equal at least to those represent- 
ing private interests. While the theory Is 
admitted that Government attorneys should 
manage Government sults, it is said that the 
application of this theory to important sults 
will serioasly cripple the Government side of 
cases involving many millions. 
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PAOIFIC MAIL STEAMSHIP CO. 


A Penalty May Be Irflicted for Violation 
of Terms cf Contract. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.—The question 
of inflicting a penalty on the Pacific Mall 
Steamship Co. for its violation of its terms 
ofcontract for carrying the mails between 
New York and Colon and San Francisco and 
Hong Kong, is under consideration by Post- 
master-General Bissell. 

The contract went into operation Feb, 1, 
1892, and provided for ten years. The schedule 
required three trips a month between New 
York and Colon during the first two years 
and once a week for the remaining period. 

Between “an Francisco and Hong Kong the 
contract provided for thirteen tripsa year 
during the first two years and twenty-six for 
the remaining eight years. 

As the required change has not been made 
by thecompany Superintendent of Foreign 
Mails Brooks broughtthe matterto the at- 
tention of the Postmaster-General a few 
days ago and the latter has conferred on the 
question with Second Assistant J. Lowrie 
Bell, 

The penalty is discretionary with the 
Postmaster-General. It is possible the con- 
tract will be cancelled, resulting inthe pay- 
ment of the company according to weight of 
mails carried instead of ona mileage basis. 
It has veen paid $1 a mile for outward trips 
no compensation being paid for mails carried 
on return voyages.

THE REFERENDUM AGAIN. 

The Populists of an Alabama county 
have come out for what is known as the 
referendum in the following resolution: 

We demand direct legislation by the peo- 
ple, through the initiative and referendum, 
which meansthat5 percent of the electors 
‘shall have the power and privilege of propces- 
ing laws, and that laws of importance 
whether proposed or initiated by the peuple 
or their representatives in legislative assem- 
bly, shall be referred to the people for ratifi- 
cation or rejection, in a manner more or 
less similar to that now used in maxing 


changes in or ratifying the State constitu- 
tion, 


This principle of the referendum has 
been indorsed by both Republicans and 
Democrats in Massachusetts, and in Ohio 
hes been favorably discussed by several 
public men. There is no doubt that itis a 
step toward ideal Democracy, and is 
therefore likely to be seriously considered 
with a view to its practical application. 
The chief merit of the Swiss idea is that 
it places the law-making power more 
directly in the hands of the people’ the 
duties of the Legislature being princi- 
pally those of suggestion and formu- 
lation. The real decision is left to the 
people on all important questions so that 
most of the evils of snap judgment or 
legislative corruption can be prevented, 
or corrected before it is too late. 

It is safe to say that the course of legis- 
lation would be very different from what 
it now is if the voters themselves were 
forced to decide not only questions of gen- 
eral policy, but single important enact- 
ments as well. The protective legislation 
of this country, for instance, could never 
have grown as it has, had the people of the 
West, who bear the greater part of the 
burden, been able to make themselves 
felt directly, instead of through timid 
representatives, always fearful of party 
discipline, In like manner, when legis- 
lation is initiated among the people, it is 
likely to be more disinterested than if it 
originates in the privacy of committee 
rooms, where special interests ‘‘get in 
their work.’’

THE LOBBY’S VIEW. 


A Washington correspondent calls at- 
tention to a startling new departure em- 
bodied in the omnibus war claims bill, 
which has been reported to the House 
with a favorable recommendation. 

The bill provides for the payment of 
$1,000,000 indemnity tocitizens of Pennsyl- 
vania for damages suffered by reason of 
the invasion of the State by Confederate 
forces. In recommending the payment of 
this sum the committee lays down the 
proposition that the Federal Government 
is under obligation to indemnify citizens 
of all States for losses suffered from hostile 
forces. This conclusion is deduced from 
the provision’of the Constitution binding 
the Federal Government to protect each of 
the States against invasion. The commit- 
tee reasons that having assumed the duty 
of protecting the States in consideration 
of the surrender of the war-making power, 
the Government enters into an obligation 
tosave them irom any loss by reason of 
invasion. 

The consequences of the acceptance of 
this interpretation of the constitutional 
provision would bedisastrous to the Treas- 
But it is hardly possible that Con- 
gress will adopt the view of the commit- 
tee. It will not bear scrutiny in the light 
of common sense and equity. 

The Federal Government is not a power 
apart and separate from all the States and 
citizens of the States. Every State and its 
citizens are parts of the Government, 
sharing its burdens and responsibilities.

The Beard of Educaiion Will Probably 


Drop the Librarian. 


The determination of the Library Commit- 
tee of the Board of Education to ‘‘adopta 
plan to bring the expenses of the Public 
School Library within the amount allowed 
by the board, namely, $6,000,°" as Presi- 
dent F. W. Brockman expressed it in 
his letter yesterday to O. L. Whitelaw, will 
necessitate the adoption of heroic m3asures. 
The expense is now $1,400 a month instead of 
$500. The chopping off of some official heads 
seems the logical outcome of the meeting 
this afternoon. The Librarian, Frederick 
M. Crunden, has been a consistent supporter 
of the Free Library Lboarda, and his 
fate lies in the hands of the Board 


of Education, who, together with the 
president and vice-president, constitute 
a majority of nine out of sixteen of the Board 
of Management of the Public Library. Mr. 
Crunden draws a salary of $300a month, The 
Library Committee have, it is sald, been 
egazed on to his siaughter by their tellow- 
members of the Board of Education. 

President Brockman did not Know this 
morning whether Mr. Crunden’s resignation 
would be asked for. He was inciined tothink 
not. ‘‘Yes,’’ he said, ‘‘this move has been 
talked about; it has been suggested to me by 
more than one person.’’ 

Director Hermann C. Grawe belleved $300 a 
month was too big a salary for a $20,000 busi- 
ness, public or private. 

The Librarian had not heard of this design. 
but he was not surprised at thereport. ‘‘it 
is the only thing ae A can do,’’ he said. 
‘‘Ifthe Library Committee intend to carry 
out their intention to reduce the expenses to 
$500 a month they must eithercut the force 
or the salaries. The salaries amount to $1,000 
a month.’’

For an independent waist of silk, light- 
weight woolen, lipen or cotton, to be 
used with various skirts, thisis an admir- 
able design, simple, and very generally 
becoming, while it is quite as suitable to 
complete a costume made entirely of the 
same goods, India or any light-weight 
silk, cashmere, crepon or other light 
woolens or washable goods.

Lay three box plaitsin the upper edge of 
the bertha, according to the holes, and 
placeitto the row of holes across the 
front and back pieces. Gather the outer 
pieces of the sleeve at the top 
the holes. To make the full 
belt of canvas four or five inches wide for 
the lining, then cut the outer materiai 
bias and about three inches wider than 
the canvas. Place the outer material 
loosely over the lintimg, and tack it where 
necessary. 

Cut the front and back pleces length- 
wise of the goods, and lay the back one 
of the back piece to a lengthwise fold; the 
side gores are alsoto be cut lengthwise. 
Cut the bertha either Dias or straight, 
and the sleeves so they will be Dias below 
the elbows. Before cutting the goods be 
careful to read *‘Directions for Outting,’’ 
printed on the envelope.

The model 
is especially becoming to tall, slender figures, and the overskirt is simple an‘ grace- 
ful. It has a little fullness in the back. If it is desirable to omit the overskirt, the 
underskirt is quite complete without it. 

Half of the pattern is given in five pieces: Front, side gore, and half of back 
breadth of underskirt ; founce and overskirt. Fit the darts yin | in the front and 
side gore of the underskirt, an@ gather both the under and overskirts back of the 
notch in the top of each. Cut the flounce and overskirt with the 
lengthway of the goods down the middie of the front. Cut all the other pleces 
lengthwise, with the side gores phen, mod ontheir front edges. Before cutting the 
goods be careful to read ‘*Directions Outting,’’ printed on the envelope.

£o marked was the hit made Mr. Parisi, 
indeed, that it was thecause Of rather a re- 
markable scene. The selection chosen by 
the young violinist for his Choral Symphony 
debut was the elaborate and trying concerto 
by H. Ernst, arranged for violin. and orches- 
tra. This concerto is a thorough test of 
masterly ability, a favorite number with 
Joachim, the great European violinist, and 
never before heard in St. Louls. Mr. Parisi’s 
rendition of it was so excellent that at the 
close of his brilliant performance a genuine 
storm of applause swept over Music Hall. 
This applause continued unabated until it 
Was apparent that the audience was insist- 
ing on an encore with allthe vigor possibie. 
Mr. Parisi bowed his thanks for the applause 
thus bestowed repeatedly, but the applause 
continued, 

Mr. Otten,director of the Choral Symphony 

Society, was not on the stage during this 
sudden ovation. Its recipient continued 
bowing and the audience continued its de- 
mand for an encore. Director Otten finally 
came on the stage and waved his hand in 
signalapparentiy for the applause to cease 
andthe programme to be continued. ‘The 
signal, however, had no effett. Then Mr. 
Otten advanced to the front of the stage and 
securing silence at last inade a little speech. 
He stated that in an audience of the extent 
of the one before him there Were always two 
elements. One of these was of the element 
composed of the people who Iinsisted on en- 
cores, thereby destroying the *‘symmetry of 
the musical poem’’ of a programme already 
caretully prepared. ‘The other was ‘‘*the 
Silent element’’—the people who Delleved in 
preserving in its integrity the harmonious 
syimmetry of a musical programme.

‘*‘Mary.’’ itis not known whothe latter is. 
Miss Brooklyn’s part in ‘‘Alabama’’ last 
night was taken by her understudy.

Had the Bullding Committee’s recommen.- 
dation been carried out the faithful janitress 
of the Oak Hill School would have learned in 
all its bitterness the heartiessness of politi- 
cal methods as now in vogue in the School 
Buard, 

Inthe severest cold of winter she would 
have been nade homeless, herself and her 
old mother and her two sons destitute, with- 
outa dollarin the world, without work by 
which bread could have been gained, 

This was the plain result ofthe deal engi- 
neered by School lirector Lacey for the re- 
ward of Nick Kendall, 

Fortunately this deal didnot go through. 
Fortunately the scuool Board of St. Louls 
was savea from the shame of having perpe- 
trated such an injustice on a defenseless 
woman. 

Last week Dr. Thomas O’Rellly, the well- 
known physician of this city, wrote a letter 
to the SUNDAY PoSsT-DISPATCH giving the 
facts in the case of ‘irs. iahon. 

The PosT-DISPATCH immedlately took the 
matter up and ventilated the deal by which 
Mrs. Mahon was to lose the position on 
which she depended forthe support of her- 
self and family. 

On Tuesday night last the reportof the 
Bullding Committee, recommending the dis- 
charge of Mrs. Mahon along with several 
other board employes, was submitted tothe 
School Board for action, 

The case of Mrs. Mahon was immediately 
taken up by members of the board who had 
been shocked by the heartlessness of the 
deal affecting her. The inquiry into her 
service as janitress of Oak Hill School de 
veloped the fact that there were no grounds 
_ her proposed discharge from that pos!- 


ion, 

Prof. Geo. Martin, Principal of the school, 
had already stated that Mrs. Mahon had al- 
ways performed the duties of janitress faith- 
fully ana satisfactorily when the Post-Dis- 
PATCH made ils investigation of the facts. 

The little deal of Sciool Director Elmer E. 
Lacey had evidently been concocted with no 
thought that it would be exposed to scrutiny. 
When it was brought to light, the heartless- 
ness of it shocked the School Board into in- 
Gignant action. Mr, Lacey’s course wags 
severely condemned, and that gentleman 
was handled in a way that will make him 
remember fora iong time his effort to de- 
prive a good and faithful woman of her 
means of livelihood in order to reward a po- 
litical worker. 

Mr. Lacey has never attempted a defense 
of his course. When ne was first seenbya 
reporter of the POSsST-DISPATCH on the day 
the deal was exposed, Mr. Lacey deciined to 
discuss the matter in any way. 

He deciined to say by whom the charges of 
incompetency against Mrs, Mahon were pre- 
ferred. 

lie declined to say what led him to make 
the statement that Mrs, Mahon was incom- 
petent as janitress of the Oak Hill School. 

He declined to throw any light whatever on 
the case in which he figured in such an un- 
enviable manner. And sothecase went be- 
fore the School Board as a body last Tuesday 
night. The Board promptly reinstated Mrs, 
Mahon in her position as janitross.
